Don't Want To Be Sent Back

WITH THE FIRST ARMY 
ACROSS THE RHINE, March 26. 
(NANA)—(By Wireless) — When 
the Seventy-Eighth Division took 
the town of Rhondorf they cap- 
tured, if you want to call it that, 
twelve German army nurses and 
now a couple of days later four 
of them were standing under the 
trees in front of the big yellow 
hospital wondering what would 
happen next, 

The capture of army nurses al- 
ways leads to complications. Un- 
der the rules of war they may be 
returned through the lines of their

RAF Smashes 
Nazi Convoys 
Off Norway 


LONDON, March 26.—(UP)— 
Heavily guarded German convoys, 
steaming swiftly south through the 
Skagerrak and believed bringing 
reinforcements and equipment 
from Norway to the western front, 
were attacked today by four- 
engined British Halifaxes. 

The Coastal Command planes 
dropped their explosives on the 
lead convoy ship, a medium-sized 
vessel, and saw clouds of black 
smoke rising. An escort vessel was 
a near miss

large merchant ship also was at- 
tacked. 

The convoys were guarded by 
German fighter and nightfighter 
interceptor aircraft and a number 
of the ships were flying barrage 
balloons.

Seventh Army veterans struck

NO SOLID LINE 


A field dispatch said “there is 
no solid line.in front of the First 
Army now.” 

The radio at Frankfurt, Ger- 
many’s ninth largest city with a 
peacetime population of 546,000, 
was heard calling Nazi leaders to 
report to field commanders “to 
help round ‘up split German 
troops.” 

The U. S. Ninth Army drove 17 
miles beyond the Rhine against 
bewildered resistance, fought into 
the northern suburbs of the Ruhr 
port of Duisburg, and was by- 
passing Essen, biggest arsenal city 
in the Ruhr.

Chase Nazis 
In Hungary

LONDON, March 26.—()— 


Russian tank spearheads, in head- 
long pursuit of mauled enemy 
forces, raced across Hungary to 
within 31 miles of Austria tonight, 
while Marshal Stalin disclosed a 
third Russian push toward Vienna 
by announcing the capture of the 
Czechoslovak city of Banska 
Bystrica. 


In one of two orders of the day, 
the Soviet commander in chief 
said that Marshal Tolbukhin’s 
Third Ukrainian Army had cap- 
tured the key Hungarian town of 
Papa, 73 miles southeast of Vien- 
na, Tolbukhin’s troops also storm- 
ed and captured Devecser, an im- 
portant defense point in Vienna's 
southeastern defense triangle. 


NEW ALL-OUT DRIVE 


Stalin’s order of the day an- 
nouncing the capture of Banska 
Bystrica, 80 miles north of Buda- 
pest, in part confirmed German 
reports that a new all-out Red 
Army offensive had erupted on 
the north bank of the Danube. 


Banska Bystrica lies 130 miles 
east of Vienna and the fall of the 
important Carpathian stronghold 
represented a crossing of the Hron 
river by Marshal Malinovsky’s 
Second Ukrainian Army ata point 
where the river bends eastward in 
Slovakia. 

But the enemy said Malinov- 
sky’s Army had established three 
other bridgeheads across the Hron 
near Leva (Levice), 97 miles east 
of Vienna, and was throwing pow- 
erful forces into a battle aimed at 
breaking across the Bratislava 
plains leading 68 miles westward 
to that capital of Slovakia. 


SLOVAKIAN OFFENSIVE 


Malinovsky’s Slovakian offen- 
Sive in the Banska Bystrica and 
Leva areas appeared keyed with 
massive surge 
across northwestern Hungary 
south of the Danube river. It sug- 
gested an immediate companion 
assault by Gen. Petrov’s Fourth 
Ukrainian Army in the Carpathian 
mountains southeast of Moravska- 
Ostrava. 

A many-directional offensive 
against Vienna and Adolf Hitler's 
Czechoslovakia arsenal was blaz- 
ing. South of the Danube, the 
combined Second and Third 
Ukrainian armies were driving to- 
ward Vienna from the southeast. 
On the Danube’s north bank, Mal- 
inovsky was in action. Along the 
Sudeten mountains, Marshal Ko- 
nev’s First Ukrainian Army was 
battling to burst into the Moravian 
gap leading to both Vienna and 
Prague. 

The combined Second and Third 
Ukrainian armies south of the 
Danube river were thrusting to- 
ward the well-fortified defense tri- 
angle southeast of Vienna. 


Hague Bomhed by Error, 
nixth of City in Ruins 


LONDON, March 26.—(UP)—At least 800 Dutch civilians were

1,000 injured and some 20,000 left homeless in a “mistake” 


bombing of The Hague, German-occupied capital of Holland, by 
British planes on March 3, the United Press was informed today. 


About one-sixth of the city,? 
which had a prewar population 
of 495,000, was destroyed, the in- 
formant said. 


The British government de- 
scribed the incident as a “deplora- 
ble catastrophe” in replying to the 
Dutch government’s request for 
an explanation. 


Planes of the Second Tactical 
Air Force arrived over The Hague 
in the early hours of March 3 
for an attack on near-by launch- 
ing sites from which the Germans 
had been sending buzz bombs to- 
ward England. “Because of an 
error in judgment,” the bombs 
fell wide of the mark and landed 
in the heavily-populated civilian 
area, the British government in- 
formed the Dutch. 

The official British inquiry is 
still proceeding and disciplinary 
action will be taken if blame can 
be es®ablished, it was said. 

Witnesses who -subsequently es- 
caped from the. bombing zone, de- 
scribed the devastation as “hor- 
rible.” The situation was aggra-

WASHII@GTON, March 
(UP)—The supreme court agreed 
today to rule on charges that a 
conspiracy of railroads is impos- 
ing unfair freight rates on the 
south. 

The complaint was brought dé 
rect to the high tribunal by 38- 
year-old Gov. Arnall, of Georgia. 
He charged that the alleged dis- 
crimination is in violation of fed- 
erai antitrust laws and has pre- 
vented the south from developing 
industrially. 

He asked the court to award 
token damages to Georgia indus- 
try and to issue an injunction re- 
quiring that southern rates be fix- 
ed on a competitive basis rather 
than by collusion, which he said 
exists now. 

The court’s 5-4 decision to hear 
the case was contained in a 20- 
page majority opinion read by 
Justice William O. Douglas. Chie 
Justice Harlan F. Stone dissen‘ 
ed, joined by Justices Owen J. 


Robert H. Jackson. 

Their opinion said that the 
prosecution of such suits “cannot 
but fail to bring chaos into the 
field of interstate rate making.”

The decision, by the supreme court of 
the United States, to accept jurisdiction 
f Gov. Ellis Arnall’s freight rate suit 
against 20 major railroads is a notable vic- 
tory, both for the Governor and the south. 


The Governor’s action in bringing suit 
before the nation’s-highest tribunal was 
an unprecedented one and the occasion 
for much ridicule on the part of the high- 
powered legal departments of the railroads 
involved as well as for no little sniping on 
the part of some southern governors who 
resented his taking matters in his own 
hands instead of moving through the 
Southern Governors’ Conference. Arnall’s 
unorthodox approach, they declared pri- 
vately, was a personal publicity stunt. 
Only through the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, they contended, did the south 
have any real hope for relief from the dis- 
criminatory freight rates 
penalized our industry and hamstrung our 
progress since the days of the Civil War. 


Thus the court’s decision to consider the 
case is a great personal victory for Geor- 
gia’s brilliant young chief executive. Arnall 
brought the suit when even his friends 
were dubious, when most legal authorities 
were openly skeptical of its success. He 
went into the supreme court, himself, act- 
ing as the state in another 
precedent-shattering action. That he has 
won a notable victory is a moving testi- 
mony not only to his courage and determi- 
ntion, but also to his legal ability.

Our freight rate troubles, of course, are 
by no means automatically ended. The 
supreme court has merely agreed to hear 
our complaint and pass on its validity. But 
the mass of evidence is so overwhelming 
that there should be no doubt of the even- 
tual outcome. And the slow-moving ICC, 
meanwhile, cannot be unmindful of the 
tremendous implications of yesterday’s 
decision. 


One way or another, freight rate dis- 
criminations are to be eliminated. That 
now seems certain. The south will be 
taken out of its status as a colony and 
given a place in the industrial sun. And 
southerners, in large measure, will have 
Ellis Arnall to thank for the reform which 
has been so long in coming.

By Plane, Postwar 


Plane Talk is a house organ published every

article—and pictures—descriptive of new, giant land-based Clippers 

for which contract, for postwar construction, has already been 
signed by Pan American Airways. 

I thought you might be interested, this morning, in learning a 
little about how you'll be able to travel to Europe and return, by 
air, in the brave new world that’s coming. 

Flight time from New York to London will be slightly more 
than nine hours. Cruising speed of the giant planes will be about 
342 miles per hour. Cabins will all be conditioned as to tempera- 
ture and air pressure so that flying altitude will be about 30,000 
feet, well above any of the usual storm areas, 

There are to be six engines, mounted on the trailing edge of the 
wings, instead-of the forward edge. Propellers are of the pusher 
type and thus take advantage of the air flow. 


204 Passengers of the airways and each has accommoda- 
tion for 204 passengers. The 15 will be capable of handling 750,000 
passengers a year in trans-Atlantic and trans-Pacific service. 

The plane weighs 320,000 and is 12 times the size of present 
standard twin-engined aircraft used on commercial air lines tn this 
country. The wing span is 230 feet, equal to the heights of a 
2l-story building and more than twice that of a Liberator B-24. 
The plane is 182 feet long. The tail is the height of a five-story 
apartment house and the propellers extend higher than a two-story 
home. The electrical system is the equivalent of that needed to 
supply a town of 5,000 people, and the rate of fuel consumption 
at take-off is faster than a man could bail fuel out of a barrel with 
a 1U0-quart pail. 

One of these planes could move as much feight, in nine days, 
between San Francisco and New York as a freight engine with 30

WASHINGTON.—Department of Justice offti- 

, lals, in praising the great victory won by Gov, 

; rnall yesterday in the supreme court's decision 

on the Georgia freight rate action, said the next step in the case 

called for the appointment of a master in chancery to receive testi- 
mony in the controversy. 


Officials of the department, who conferred with the Governor 
by telephone after the 5-to-4 decision was handed down, said it 
was expected that Arnall will come to Washington soon to col- 
laborate with them in preparing the next phase of the case. 


The department made no secret of its high gratification over 
the decision. Atty. Gen. Biddle had joined with Gov. Arnall in 
filing a petition with the court intervening on the side of the state, 
so that the victory was exceedingly pleasing to the department. 


Nevertheless, department heads were ready to give the plucky 
young Georgia Governor full credit for the victory, and he was 


roundly praised. 

Ar One of the rather remarkable features 
nall Called Vote of the decision, as it was remarked here, 

was that Gov. Arnall called the turn on the case exactly after his 

appearance before the court. From the many questions asked him 

by individual justices he was able to size up their attitudes and ac- 


| curately predicted that he would win by a 5-to-4 decision. He even 


named the four dissenters correctly, Chief Justice Stone, and As- 
Sociate Justices Roberts, Frankfurter and Jackson. 


This is regarded as a highly difficult procedure by any person, 
regardless of how intimately he may be associated with the court. 


The Arnall victory was hailed as all the more important in view 
of the impressive array of legal talent which the railroads of the 
country had assembled in the case against him. Some 70 railroad 
lawyers were on hand in January for the oral arguments. 


Then Gov. Arnall made the sole appearance in behalf of the 
state, and thus was pitted against the best legal talent the railroads 
could muster. The Department of Justice gave him moral support 
by having Biddle and Assistant Atty. Gen. Windell Berge sit on 
either side of him during the presentation. 


The victory reflected in the court’s decision may be hailed as a 
victory not only for Georgia, but all the other southern states which 
have carried on a long-standing fight to rid the section of discrimina- 
tory freight tariffs. It is to be expected that these states, as included 
in the southern governors conference, will now join in the action 
and ask to be allowed to intervene in the ensuing steps of the liti- 
gation.

IN THE WESTERN PACIFIC. 
(Delayed)—There are moments 
when a voyage to war has much 
of the calm and repose of a 
pleasure cruise in peacetime. 

For day after day we sailed in 
seas that were smooth and warm, 
under benign skies.

The Value 
Of a Dollar 


(Editor’s Notg: Westbrook Peg-| ) 


ler, whose column usually appears 
here, is on vacation.) 


We live in a day of nostrums 
and panaceas and promises of the 
millenium. Our times will go 
down thus, I think, as an era of 
soothsayers all promising to pro- 
duce universal peace and order, 
60,000,000 jobs, racial equality and 
love, total economic security and 
Heaven knows what. And every 
one from Henry Wallace, up and 
down, who draws a plan out of 
a hat, promises to bring about the 
millenium by juggling huge sums 
of money. 

Meanwhile nobody, not even 
our brightest economists, really 
knows what money is. At least 
everyone of them defines it and 
its functions differently. There 
are times (to take just one ex- 
ample) when a dollar bill can be 
worth four German marks and 
times when a dollar bill can be 
worth 200,000,000 German marks. 


The dollar of the average citi- 


as it was on the day it was set 
up as national currency by Ham- 
ilton. It is by comparison with 
those times worth about 15 cents. 
As compared to immediate prewar 
values, the dollar today, despite 
all the juggling of figures by OPA 
and the Department of Labor, is 
worth about 60 cents or less. 


Any housewife who goes out 
with a dollar bill to buy groceries 
knows that. What is the price of 
a pound of tomatoes today as com- 
pared with the price of the same 
commodity in 1938? What about 
eggs in any American city? If 
the price were not manipulated by 
the government the cost of eggs, 
in view of the huge production, 
would be fora little time 18 or 
20 cents a dozen instead of 80 
cents as it is in most cities. They 


price, however, because *the gov- 
ernment, meddling again with the 
economic buzz-saw and true val- 
ues, has established a support 
price on essential poultry feeds 
which would not permit the pro- 
duction of eggs at 20 cents per 
dozen, 


Fither there would be no eggs 
or the public would be forced to 
pay a higher price plus a subsidy 
to egg producers to make produc- 
tion possible—a subsidy which the 
public pays anyway in the form 
of taxes to the government, This 
is exactly what has happened with 
milk and countless other com- 
modities. . 

Meanwhile, such manipulation 
plus scarcity, has led to black 
markets in the case of almost 
every food commodity. A real in- 
vestigation of black market con- 
ditions would reveal, I am cer- 
tain, astonishing and_ shocking 


i ians. 


facts. It is far more widespread 
than has ever been suggested. 


All of this comes of providing | 
panaceas in terms of money. ‘The 
same sort of confusion is certain) 
to occur in international economic) 
relations if the same basis for plan- | 
ning is employed. 

It is impossible for any eco- 
nomist to calculate in terms of 
dollars how much money the war 
has cost us. It is impossible to 
calculate any future budget or 
whether we shall be able to pay 
off future debts in terms of money. 
Those things depend upon produc: | 
tion, the fertility of our soil, the! 
value and size of our natural re- 
sources, the physical health, vigor 
and intelligence of our individual 
citizens and countless other ele- 
ments, but not upon whether the 
income of the nation is 170 bil- 
lions or 170 trillions in money. 

With a dollar worth 30 cents 
in buying power of tomatoes and 
eggs, a national income of 170) 
billion dollars becomes of neces- 
sity a national income of 510 bil- 
lions and Treasury printing press- 
es would have to make up the’ 
difference, simply to provide 
enough money to go round and. 
make daily life possible. Such an 
inflation is, of course, an easy 
and convenient way of paying off 
the national debt and interest but 
the taxpayer and the bond buyer 
would only be cheating himself. 

The point I am trying to make 
is that the only real gauge of val- 
ues in computing the cost of the 
war lies in the number of trees 
we have cut down, the amount of 
metals and oil we have mined, 
processed and sent out of the coun- 
try, in the decrease of vigor and 
health of citizens living upon the 
meat, milk and protein deficient 
diet of war time, in the vast de- 
struction in the fertility of soils 
which has come about through 
farming greedily much land which 
should not have been put under 
cultivation, in the maiming, deaths 
or injured health of the youngest, 
most vigorous element of our pop- 
ulation. 

These things determine national 
wealth as well as the costs of war. 
They also affect in part the value | 
of the dollar and the whole of 
our economic future as a nation. 
All. the gold buried in Fort Knox 
makes little difference, especially 
since we have most of it and the 
rest of the world will not and can- 
not do business on a basis of gold. 

Those who talk of the future in 
terms of 60,000,000 jobs, of high 
wages for everyone, of subsidies, 
or artificial parities are talking. 
into the wind and are guilty of 
demagoguery as well. When Hen- 
ry Wallace talks of the common 
man, he is talking not in terms of 
civilization of democracy but in 
terms of a cattle rancher with 
herds of steers. It is loose, cheap 
talk. When he is talking in terms | 
of a $170,000,000,000 income he is'| 
talking loose -talk, 

As I have observed before, sub-| 
sidies, parities, artificial price con-| 
trols are all no more than using 
a poultice to cure a stomach ulcer, 
The roots of our true wealth and

How To Tell 
A Native Georgian 


THOMASTON.—“The Georgian has been called | 
the southern Yankee. 


He has much of the native 


shrewdness and push that mark the genuine down- 


easter, 
earnestness.” 

“The Georgian is the southerner 
who comes nearest of all the in- 
habitants of his section to being 
a normal American. The 
typical Georgian is_ energetic, 
shrewd, thrifty... .” 

That is what was being said 
about us in 1897, at least by Wil- 


liam Peterfield Trent in his 
“Southern Statesmen of the Old 
Regime.” And worse things have 
been said; so many worse ones, in| 
fact, that we may well cherish 
such words as Prof. Trent’s. But 


the concept of a Georgian as the 
“Yankee of the South” is quite 
novel and has sufficient basis to 
justify examination. 

The discovery, I must admit re- 
luctantly, is not mine. I only 
came upon it recently in a re- 
reading of Dr. John Wade's bril- 
liant biography, “Augustus Bald- 
win Longstreet.” 


Since everyone knows that not 
one of the present inhabitants of 
our state is descended from the 
original debtors brought over by 
Oglethorpe to settle it, and since 
we have long been accustomed to 
Saying that our ancestors came 
either from (a) Virginia, or (b) 
South Carolina, and since obvious- 
ly they came from somewhere if 
they were not brought over by 
Oglethorpe, it will be interesting 


to see how Prof. Trent and Dr. | 
Wade build up their case for a 
“Yankee” state. | 


“The census figures of 1850 and | 
1860,” says Dr. Wade, “show that| 
there were two or three times as | 
many persons of northern birth in| 
reorgia as there were in either) 
North or South Carolina, and that | 
even proportionately, there were | 
almost twice as many.” Now that! 
is pretty bad, but not necessarily | 
damning; for the Virginians and | 
Carolinians _ still predominated | 
here—North, not South Carolin- | 
No South Carolinian ever so 
far forgot himself as to move 
away and especially to move to 
Georgia! 

But let’s look a bit further: 
Liberty county, Georgia, was set- 
tled by Massachusetts Puritans. 


William Gilmore Simms com- | 
plained constantly that Georgia | 
was a Yankee. 


The great majority of school 
teachers came from New England, 
notably from Vermont and Massa- 
chusetts. “It was New England 
men,” Dr. Wade declares, “who 
shaped the University of Georgia 
up to the time of the War Between 
the States. There was a distinct | 


'feeling among Georgians, who by | 
absorption from the Virginians, | 


had got the old eighteenth cen- 
tury English idea of life, that 
school teaching was a low-caste 
job, and consequently most of the 
work of this sort that was done 
well was done by New England 
immigrants.” 

Nearly everything the people 
in the interior of Georgia had dur- 
ing the War of 1812 was bought 
from New England peddlers. 


When the other states were se- 
ceding in 1861, it was only by the 
slightest majority that Georgia 
adopted the Ordinance of Seces- 
sion. 


Class distinctions were not so 
great here as in Virginia, South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Maryland. 


The northern quality of thrift 
was frequently attributed in ante- 
bellum literature to Georgians. 
e guid- 
ed largely by expediency. A 
southern woman (the mother of 
lL. «©. C. Lamar) was described 
as being “a typical Georgia lady, 
in the possession of those quali 
ties of shrewd, practical and 
strong common sense for which 
the people of that state, as a class, 
are noted.” 


The “frontier type” of American 
as described in “Geargia Scenes” 
bore a great resemblance to those 
of New England’s “Major Down- 
ing” sketches; indeed, the Yankee 
type and Georgia type. in 1840 
could scarcely be distinguished. 
Dr. Wade tells how William Tap- 
pan Thompson was shocked when 
Judge Longstreet showed him one 
day a new story, “Little Ben,” 
that was painfully similar to one 
of “Mr. Matthews’ popular § Yan- 
kee stories.” Could the judge be 
guilty of plagiarism? Never. But 
Mr. Thompson was greatly re- 
lieved when he learned that the 
judge had told the story years be- 
fore in Litchfield, Conn, while a 
law student there, and when Mr. 
Matthews had later found it, he 
accepted it without question as 
being of native origin. 

Yes, there is a good deal of 
truth in Mr. Trent’s phrase. We 
are more given to commerce than 
to culture; the indolent aristocrat 
of Louisiana would not feel at 
home on our barren red hills nor 
in our flat, sun-baked villages. 
scholarly esquire from the 


nor would the arrogant grande 
dame of Charleston. We had some 
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ihe can. 


admirable traits in our frontier 
days; pioneer virtues were need- 


ed then; but we could do nicely 
with some more civilized ones 
now. The question is: When will 
Georgians come of age? And the 
best answer I can think of to that 
is, when we have more citizens 
who love the state and are also 
able to assess it; when we develop 
our own critics and appreciate 
their criticism. Georgia has been 
more than generous with praise 
for ther novelists and poets. But 
I should like to suggest that the 
state has produced no finer book 
than Dr. Wade’s critical biography 
of the genial “Judge.” 


A complete quotation of the de- 
scription of a Georgian by Prof. 
Trent gives us some cause fer 
pride, and none at all for com- 
placency, but perhaps not a great 
deal for apprehension either: “I 
think I can tell a Georgian when 
I see one. . .. He has much of 
the native shrewdness and push 
that mark the genuine Down-East- 
er, and he has a considerable 
share o1 that worthy’s moral earn- 
estness. In addition to this, he 
has a good deal of the Virginian’s 
geniality and love of comfort, of 
the North Carolinian’s unpretend- 
ing democracy, and of the South 
Carolinian’s tendency to exhibi- 
tions of fiery temper. But, over 
and above everything else, he has 
an honest and hearty aud not un- 
founded pride in Georgia, and a 
sort of masonic affiliation with 
every person, animal, institution, 
custom—in short, ‘thing’—that 
can stand for culture, but he does 
always stand for patriotism, state 
and national. He loves success, 
straight-forwardness, and the solid 
virtues generally, neither is he 
averse to showy ones; but above 
all, he loves’ virtue in action. 
Though possessed of a_ strong, 
clear intellect, he is more particu- 
larly a man of five senses, of 
which he makes as good use as 
He may not always taste 
the sweetness or see the light of 
the highest civilization, but he has 
a good, healthy appetite for life. 
In fine, the Georgian is the south- 
erner who comes nearest of all 
the inhabitants of his section to 
being a normal American. The 
various elements that compose 


| the population (of the state) seem 


to have fused rather than 
to have preserved their individu- 
ality; and the result is the typical 
Georgian, energetic, shewd, thrif- 
ty, brave, religious, patriotic, tend- 
ing on the extremes of society to 
become narrow and hard, or self- 
assertive and pushing.”

Food Is Big War Problem; 


Victory Gardens 


Will Solve It 


By SALLY SAVER 


America’s number one problem 
on the home front for some 
months to come will be food, says 
official Washington. And our 
trips to the markets are sufficient 
conviction that our wartime fodd 
problems are by no means solved. 
But can we do anything about it? 
We surely can, and now’s the 
time to get started doing it. 

Can you remember back to the 
first spring we were in the war, 
how enthusiastic we became about 
victory gardens? ‘The menfolk 
gave up golf and hurried home 
from the office with bundles of
